The great strength of the Irish banks, in 
view of all these facts, lends support to 
the plea which Sir John Purcell has ad- 
dressed to the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
for the remission of the requirement of a 
very large sum to be set apart as cover 
for bank note circulation. Owing to the 
small amount of gold in circulation, the 
issue of notes has been very large, and 
correspondingly large amounts have had 
to be set aside as cover. The Bank of 
England, with which these amounts are 
deposited, is able to use the money to earn 
profits which, in fairness, should go to 
the other banks. So far as the Irish 
banks are concerned, that money is locked 
up in idleness. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has informed Sir John Purcell 
that he is not prepared to do anything 
to remedy this grievance; but we may 
express the hope that the matter is not 
entirely closed.

This amount is to be cut down 
by more than half, and Mr. Runciman 
paid a high tribute to the paper manufac- 
turers and newspaper owners for giving 
him assistance in the considerations in- 
volved in this question. A further and 
more definite statement is to be made later 
on. Raw tobacco, building materials, 
veneers, and fruit are to be cut down. A
